Wilbur Salmon of Stockton a broth- 
er,;Mrs. Wona Horr, a sister of San- 
t# Rosa, arrived at the Salmon’ home 
in, Pinole, last night. They Ware 
shocked at the double tragedy and 
could give no reason for the crime. 
They stated that as far as they 
knew the family, had been on the 
best of terms at all times with no 
indication of any disagreements. 

The murder and suicide committed 
in a bedroom adjoining the kitchen 
in the Salmon home ig believed to 
have been the culmination of a quar- 
rel when a’ reconciliation failed after 
the fling’: of a’ divorce ‘suit’ by Mrs. 
~ Salmon “last ! Monday. In the divorce 
proceedings Mrs. Salmon charged her 
husband .of being of a jealous dis- 
position and that he unjustly accused 
her of meeting other men. On several 
occasions according to the suit Sal- 
mon has forbade her ‘to speak to men | 
acquaintances 

First’ indications of the tragedy 
were found by a neighbor Mrs. Alice 
Catlett in the blood stained trousers 
of four year old Eugene who came 
to her home with the statement that 
“T haven't any place to sleep tonight 
because my Mamma and papa are. 
both dead.”, Mrs. Catlett stated that 
she paid no attention to the child 
until she. noticed the blood stains: 
on his trousers. An investigation dis- 
closed the two bodies. Constable A. 
McDonald was summoned who called 
Dr, M. L. Fernandez who stated that 
death had been instantaneous in both 
cases. According - to Deputy Coroner 
Wilson, three shots’ had been fired 
into Mrs. Salmons body, one’ from 
very close range which set fire to 
thec lothing. It is believed that 
Salmon then laid down facing the 
dead body of his wife and sent a 
fourth bullet crashing through his 
brain. Four cartridges in the. .38 
calibre had been. discharged and a 
fifth remajned intact. 

The gun with which the crime had 
been committed was found under 
stone in the back yard by Dr. fac 
nandez where the four year old child 
had hidden it after finding the body 
of its mother and father. A fear 
for firearms which had been drilled 
into the child by its parents had 
prompted it to dispose of the, weapon 
even before summoning aid from 
neighbors.
